all metal used for fence

centage of carbon or whether made by

company consuming large 
quantities 
of wire nnd from other authoritative 
evidence 
all tending in the same direc- 
tion

the writer of the mon

able that the effects of electrolysis in

must ho remembered that they aro con- 
tinually going on whenever the wlro 
Is 
wet 
In nlmost all modern steel wov- 
en wire fences somo wires will bo found 
to far outlast 
others 
Independent 
oi 
tho original weight of tho galvanized 
covering which they carry 
If In wov- 
en wire fence nil the wires would 
last 
as well as tho best onc3 do there would 
have been 
no complaints 
It 
Is Just 
this 
point of uncvenness 
of 
lasting 
qunllty In wires from succcsslvo heats 
In tho same mill which have practlcallj 
the same chemical 
composition 
that 
Is 
hard to explain by any theory but that 
of galvnnlc or electrolytic action 
The 
manufacturers 
have believed 
that tht 
whole 
rouble was Iq tho uncvenness In 
tho weight of zinc covering that 
was 
put on tho wire 
hut experiment 
nnd 
observations show that this Is not so 
Some wires 
will 
go to pieces 
before 
others although there 
13 no discernible 
difference either In the weight or qual 
Ity of tho zinc covering 
In ono fence 
which has been under observation foi 
four years ono wire was In perfect con- 
dition 
although It carried a light cov 
crlng of zinc 
while the wire next to il 
rros badly rusted from end to end 
Observations 
In the Field 
Almost crcry one who has carefully 
Inspected 
woven wlro fencing as It Is 
exposed 
to tho weather on tho farm 
says Mr 
Cushmau 
has observed that 
somo of tho wires go to pieces
